CARE  OF  PLANTS  ON  ARRIVAL 

As  soon  as  your  plants  arrive,  take  them  out  of  crates  irame- 
diaetly  and  set  if  the  weather  is  not  too  cold.  Should  the 
weather  not  be  favorable,  cut  strings  from  the  bundles  and 
trench  in  a warm  place  until  conditions  are  suitable  for  setting. 
It  is  not  impossible  to  keep  cabbage  plants  trenched  for  two 
weeks  before  setting.  It  is  a mistake  to  set  plants  when  ground 
freezes  even  a part  of  the  day.  They  are  more  apt  to  get  dam- 
aged when  they  are  first  set  while  the  ground  is  loosely  packed 
around  them.  However,  they  will  stand  a temperature  down  to 
20  degrees  after  they  get  settled  in  ground.  If  your  plants  are 
yellow  when  they  arrive  do  not  jump  to  the  conclusion  that  they 
are  worthless.  Plants  will  turn  this  color  when  packed  in  tight 
crates.  Sometimes  the  leaves  will  drop  from  then  until  nothing 
is  left  but  the  bud.  But  as  long  as  the  bud  is  there  they  are 
good  for  setting.
